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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims as drafted now define patentably over the various prior art 
teachings of record. Specifically, Ohashi et al. shows third manifold spaces 
connected to a third set of tubes, but the third manifold spaces are provided 
with an inlet and outlet for fluid. Other references show leakage detecting 
spaces defined between first and second manifold spaces for first and second 
fluids, with weep holes for detecting leakage, but lack third tubes connected to 
these spaces disposed between the first and second sets of tubes of the heat 
exchanger (Krehl et al., for example, shows only a single solid member 11 
disposed between the sets of tubes and communicating with the leakage 
detecting spaces 15).
